The Roman oonquerora 
of Britain and Prance sat up light 
tower* along the coasts, but the old¬ 
est that exude to tha present time u 
that of Comma. Spain, built in Tra¬ 
jan's reign, and reconstructed in 1654. 
rhe grandest lighthouse in existence 
la also one m the must ancient—that 
at the mouth of the Gironde, in the 
Bay of Biscay, built in the reign of 
Henry IV.

Posahontas In I02U. 

The extract printed below is from 
| a letter written by Col. J Howe 
Peyton, the first common weal th » 
attorney of this county, on hia find 
viait to Huntersville, at the first 
term of the “Hnperior Coort” 
which was held after the formation 
of the county The two buildings, 
which he speak* of, were situated 
on the site of Mr. C. A. Moore's 
honse The county in 18d0 con¬ 
tained 2,542 people. Col. Peyton 
traveled with Judge Stuart from 
Staunton, and ns his letter shown, 
be was considerably impressed 
with the prudences of the manner 
of living west of the Allegh* u y : 

“On Tuesday at two o’clock we 
arrived at Huntersville, the seat of 
Justice of Pocahontas county—a 
place as much oat of tho world as 
Crim Tartary. Owing to the bad 
condition of the roads we were 
mach fatigued and bore many 
marks of travel-stain. The so call- 
td town of Huntersville consists 
of two illy-constrncted time-worn, 
(though it is not time which has 
worn them,) weather-beaten cabins 
built on logs and covered with 
clapboards. My negro cabins on 
Jackson's river are palaces in com¬ 
parison with them. 

“One of these wretched hovels 
is the residence of John Bradshaw, 
the other is called the loom-house 
for these people are self-sustaining 
They spia * and weave. The big 
wheel and the little wheel are bir¬ 
ring in ovary hat and throwing off 
the woolen and linen yarn to be 
worked up for family purposes. 
The home-spun doth, too, is stron¬ 
ger and more durable than that 
brought by oar merchants from 
Northern manufacturers. 

“i^JUradahaw’s dwelling there 
isli ujrge fire-place, which occupies 
one entire side, the gable end. 
The pbimney is enormous and so 
short that the room is tilled with 
light which enters this way. It is 
an ingenious contrivance for let¬ 
ting all the warmth escape through 
the chimney, whilst most of the 
smoke is driven back into the 
chamber. In the chimney-corner 
I prepared my legal papers before 
a roaring fire, surrounded by rough 
mountaineers, who were drinkiug 
whiskey and as night advanced, 
growiug riotous. In the back part 
of the rqpm two beds were curtain¬ 
ed off with horse-blankets- one for 
the Judge and one for myself. To 
the left of the fire-place sfoid old 
Bradshaw's couch. lq the loft, to 
which they ascended, by means of 
a bolder, his daughter and Ibe hir¬ 
ed woman slept, and at times of a 
crowd, a wayfarer. The other 
guests were sent to sleep in the 
Loom-house, iu which was subih u- 
ded in the loom, a half-woven 
piece of cloth. Three beds were 
dispoeed about the room, which 
completed its appointments-one 
was allotted to Suiii|Mon Mathews, 
a aeooiKl to John Baxter, the third 
to George Mays, and John Brown 
The loom was used as a hat-rack

A false modesty seema to prwfeat 
those salutary ablutions which are 
an necessary |n health, and 1 did 
n«»t commend myself to the good

“We remained five days at Hun¬ 
tersville rloaaly engag'd id the 
business of the Court, which I 
found profitable. Pocahontas is q 
fine grazing county, and the sup¬ 
port of the people is mainly deriv¬ 
ed from their docks cattle, horwaa 
and sheep, which they drive oves 
the mountains to market. There 
is little money among them except 
after these excursions, but they have 
little need of it—every want in sup- 
blied by the happy country they 
possess, and of which they are aa 
fond as the Swiss of their moun¬ 
tains It is a prettv country, a 
country of diversified and beauti¬ 
ful scenery in which there is a 
wealth of verdure and variety 
which keeps the attention alive 
and the outward eye delighted.” 

Several books of fiction, writ¬ 
ten for an ethical or moral pur¬ 
pose, seem to have an unprecedent¬ 
ed circulation. This indicate* 
that there is an intense yearning 
for sympathy and instruction on 
the part of thousands of intelli¬ 
gent. serious people, struggling in 
the confused twilight that dime 
the questions of the hour, how to 
correct social wrong* sustained by 
social customs. The reader’s sym¬ 
pathies are deeply arouqpd when it 
is seen that too often it is trusting, 
confiding women who may be 
madg as it were the moral scape¬ 
goat, and as such may be sent into 
the wilderness to expiate the 
of man.

So saying, he closed an I locks! the 
door, and 1 heard him withdraw tho 
1 key. 

I sprang from my bunk, put my 
pipe down, and stood overwhelmed 
with surprise aud consternatiou. To 
be merely suspected of such a crime 
was to be professionally ruined. 

1 thought the ctpLsiu mast be mad 
(olockane up without first charging 
me. Why did nol he confront me 
aud accQse me in the presence of 
others, and give me a chance to provo 
my innocence? Those boles hail been 
laired by au anger, an auger ia a tool 
not very readily concealed in a small 
cabin. Why had not the captain 
caused my berth to be searched? 

Since 1 knew that 1 was an innocent 
man, I cannot express bow great was 
my grief and wrath as I paced tbo 
deck of my cabin that was now my 
pruuu, numb ring with a burning 
heart and with throbbing brows who 
the real offender could be—whether it 
was indeed the steaard, us I now per 
haps in tuy temper was the more

I bade him 
tell the captain I was an innocent 
man, aud begged for au interview. He 
promised to dt-liver my message. 

"And I will ask you," said I, "to 
rememlKr, should they sound tho wall 
and find tbn ship taking in water, that 
1 am locked up here and helpless." 

He said "Ay, ay. sir," ami left the 
cabin, turning and withdrawing the 
as before. 

Captain Jortiu did not cornu ucar 
me.

Nobody 
came to me bat tha steward, who 
thrice iu the day brenght me a meal 

Ou the evening of the third day of 
my imprisonment 1 was startled oat of 
a nap by a disturbance in the caddy 
out/iide. 1 heard a tramp of feet nod 
the growling sound of seamen’* voices 
1 thought a mutiny had happeued, and 
listened with toy heart beating hard iu 
my ears. 

Presently my door was struck upon, 
and the handle violently triad Then 
the voice of Matthew* lawL-d fur the 
steward to bring tba key. In a few 
minutes the door was dung open 

Matthews stood to the doorway : at 
least two thirds of Ui< ship • company 
ware ms seed round aboet him. 

"Cume oat. •-ir aid the boot 
swam; "we’ve discovered who* bean 
trying to sink tha ship 


extraordinary part was that the mo* 
lions of the captain ware those of a 
automaton 

The steward fled on deck. The boat¬ 
swain waa in chare* of thw ship, ha 
shouted l<> some of lb* orew to follow 
him ss witneaeaa, and they rolled in a 
body into the steerage, where they 
found the captain oooUy and mechani¬ 
cally boring away with his anger 

They eeited him ;and nowit was they 
discovered, an they said, that the man 
was acting in bis sleep * 

Thia et least was the opinion of 
those who witnessed his behavior when 
he was seized. He cried ont like one 
violently awakened, snd swore be did 
not know where he was nor what be 
was doing. The men conveyed him 
to hi* cabin, looking him op in it, and 
then came to me. 

To end thin singular experience: 
The crew insisted upon nr taking 
command, and prartioaily forced me 
to navigate the vessel to Bneno* Ayres. 
They wonld not #aff«r run to free the 
captain, who they feared would serve 
them some diabolical trick if I gavo 
him his liberty. 

As for him, he solemnly declared 
over and over again to mo that he 
knew not what he had done, aud that 
hu bad a trick of walking in bis sleep. 

Ou the arrival of the ship I went to 
the British Consul with my report, 
and he thought proper to take charge 
of Captain Jortm with a view of send¬ 
ing him to England in a British man 
of-war tbit in then lyiog at Brtcnos 
Ayres. The Consnl shook his bead 
when I talked of sleep walking. Be 
said : 

"He roust have brought the anger 
abroad with him; it formed no part of 
the carpenter’s tool cheat. X»-xt, tb« 
ship was scuttled in daylight; I cannot 
somehow reconcile somnambulism with 
sunshine." 

It wa* to remsin a mystery, how¬ 
ever, to the end. I wo* detained at 
Biicqos Ayres by a number of ourincu 
running, aud before the ship sailed 
the newb came aboard that Captain 
Jortm bad been found dead in bis l*»d. 
The doctors found that bo had diod 
from aj»oplcxy. 

Thu-* tbu mystery remain*. It never 
could bo showy that the unfortunate 
man hau any motive in scuttling the 
ship. He had no risk in her ; bat his 
command of her waa a living to him, 
and the foundering of the vtasel could 
only have proved an injury to him—If
